This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 
The application is not fully in compliance with the sequence rules, 37 C.F.R. § 1.821- 
1.825. Specifically, the specification fails to recite the appropriate sequence identifiers at each 
5 place where a sequence is discussed. See Figure 3. This is not meant to be an exhaustive list of 
places where the specification fails to comply with the sequence rules. The specification has not 
been checked to the extent necessary to determine the presence of all possible minor errors.

Amino acid sequences with 4 or more residues, at least 4 of which are 
specifically defined, must comply with the sequence rules. Sequence identifiers can also be used 
to discuss and/or claim parts or fragments of a properly presented sequence. For example, 
language such as "residues 14 to 243 of SEQ ID NO:23" is permissible and the fragment need 

15 not be separately presented in the "Sequence Listing" Applicant may bring the figure(s) into 
compliance by amending either the figure(s) or the "Brief Description of the Drawings" to recite 
the appropriate sequence identifier.
